New Government for France 

The tenth premier France has had 
since the end of the Second World 
War resigned with his coalition cab- 
inet last Saturday leaving that 
country without a government. 

The month-old government of 
Premier Andre Marie, which toppled 
over the issue of wages and prices, 
was a shaky combination of Social- 
ists, members of Gen, De Gaulle's 
Mouvement Republican Populaire, 
radicals, and a few rightists, Marie 
himself belongs to the Radical So- 
cialist (Moderate) Party. 

The government’s fall occurred as 
France continued to participate in 
the delicate four-power talks being 
gonducted at Moscow—presumably 
on east-west differences over Hur- 
ope. Former, Premier Robert Schu- 
man will, however, fulfil the duties 
of foreign minister until a new cab- 
inet is formed—althoughy- technic-

Doctors Write M.D. In 
1 18 to Polio 


Wainwright, Alta,,

Dear Sir: As is usual during the 
late summer and early fall an epi- 
demic of poliomyelitis is at present in 
progress, the bulk of cases occur- 
ring in the region of Edmonton and 
to the north of that city, In our area 
we have had two reported cases— 
both very mild—and, in spite of rum- 
ore to the,contrary, very few su- 
‘pects. 

Where polio is very prevalent, cer- 
tain, bans have been established pre- 
venting children from gathering in 
large numbers in public places, but 
unfortunately not preventing their 
gathering in neighborhood gangs. It 
is felt by public health authorities 


that this helps to reduce the chance . 


of contact with the disease, 

In areas where poliomyelitis is 
not prevalent, a ban is not advis- 
able for several reasons In the first 
place it tends to cause considerable 
alarm among the residents, making 
the dread of the disease much strong- 
er than it should be. Secondly, 
while it keeps children from gather- 
ing in playgrounds, theatres and 
other public places, it unfortunately 
does not keep them from contact 
with other children and with adults 


who may also carry the disease. 


In this area we have not requested 
a ban, We feel your children are 
under close observation and super- 
vision in the schools, and that the 
teachers and school nurse will not- 
ice any suspicious symptoms and 
report them promptly. Children live 
a more scheduled existence during 
the school term and are less likely 
to become overtired, and are usually 
in bed at better hours in the even- 
ing. 

Should the disease become more 
prevalent here, and should a ban 
seem advisable, it will be ordered. 
In the meantime all parents are ad- 
vised to observe the suggestions giv- 
en in the local papers recently re- 
garding care of children during this 
season of.the year, Most important, 
parents should see to it that their 
own children avoid large gatherings 
of people and that they do not be- 
come overtired, 

Finally, remember that rumors are 
dangerous things, All cases of po- 
liomyelitis must be reported and 
are publicized in the press When 
your friends say that they heard 
there were six or eight new cases in 
Gooseherry Flats today, take it with 
a grain of salt until you see it of- 
ficially reported. Your 
health officers. will be kept inform- 
ed by, the provincial authorities and 
will take whatever steps are neces- 
gary in this area for the protection 
of the people.

It is with some interest therefore that we note no 
mention was made of one big business that at one time 
figured prominently in this party’s platform. Our ob- 
servations gleaned, that the life insurance businesses 
were not among those mentioned as being slated for na- 
tionalization. 


Nationalization of the life insurance business has 
always been strongly advocated by the C. C. F., which 
used to insist that the insurance companies vast invest 
ment funds—the insurance savings of millions of Cana- 
dians—would come in handy for a state investment 
board. 


No mention was made of the above at the Winnipeg 
meeting. ‘Why? The answer is, Mr. Coldwell and his 
policymaking committee are afraid to arouse the adverse 
voting strength of about five million small policy hold- 
ers who would fear state-tinkering with their security. 
Mr. Coldwell does not seem to realize that these policy 
holders are the same people as the bank depositors who 
hold about six million small savings accounts—in which 
they frugally store up money to pay insurance premiums 
and other obligations. 


Mr. Coldwell cannot dodge this fact: If it is wrong 
to take insurance premium funds under state control, it 
is no less wrong to take the bank deposits of the very 
same people under state control. 


BACK TO SCOOL 


For more than sixty days, pupils of our school sys- 
tem have had respite from the task of attending. the lit- 
tle red school house. Now this has come to an end and 
school opens once more for the 1948-49 term. 


There has been some speculation by students dur- 
ing the past two weeks that possibly school opening 
would have to be postponed due to the polio scare. In- 
formation gathered from the local school office and the 
local medical health officers indicate that the schools 
within the Wainwright School Division will open 
promptly at nine o’clock September Ist. Away goes 
the possibility of holiday extensions. 


Even though schools are to open it is with éare that 
parents should regard the health of their children. 
Among the many points which will guard against polio 
striking is adequate rest, cleanliness and absence from 
over-exertion. Polio is no respeeter of persons or age, 
and while the disease is more prevalent among children, 
adults alike are susceptible. 


An ounce of caution now might mean good health 
all winter long.

er price levels as well, 

However, Trade Minister Howe, in 
conversation with the Canadian 
Press, did not believe that beef prices 
would remain high for any length 
of time.

Court Hearing Schedule® 

One solution lies in the hands of 
the Supreme Court of Canada. This 
was the case of the constitutionality 
of the Dominion’s ban on the manu- 
facture and importation of oleomar- 
garine, The case is scheduled to be 
heard October sth. The Dairy Coun- 
oll said it had no objection to the 
government using butter substitutes 
to meet the crisis, 

However, the government, it was 
learned, does not plan to leave the 
makter of meeting a butter shortage 
entirely in the hands of the court. 
Trade Minister Howe said the gov- 
ernment was probing all world mar- 
kets for the possibility of importing 
sufficient butter to meet all Canada’s 
requirements. 

One of the ‘busiest cabinet minis- 
ters in Ottawa last week was De- 
fence Minister Claxton. Playing host 
to the United States secretary of de- 
fence, James Forrestal, he soon found 
himself making 20 speeches in the 
matter of five days.
